A Remarkable Train of Events 


Wilwyn Holds his Form and Sets Track Record, Laurel 


Brings Off the Impossible—a Successful International Race 


LaureEL Park 

When you’re wrong, you'd better admit 
it quick, before somebody else points it 
out. Or, as Mr. Meredith adjured students 
of English 2b for several generations. 
“Candor is the best concealment.” 

When Laurel Park started the drums 
on its International race. my reaction was 
that the Schapiros were fairly new in 
racing. and that they had gone for an old 
gag. When Herbert Bayard Swope was 
chairman of the New York State Racing 
Commission he would occasionally be 
called on for a speech when he had had 
no time to prepare for it, and he would 
suggest an international race in’ which 
the winners of the Kentucky, Epsom, and 
French Derbys be pitted against each 
other. This was usually good for three- 
quarters of a column in the full-sized 
dailies, and four inches in the tabloids. 
The enly hitch was that the winners of the 
Epsom and French Derbys would not come 
to this country, and the winner of the 
Kentucky Derby had usually gone out of 
training. 

So I took what might be called a dim 
view of the Washington. D. C., Interna- 
tional, a name which I think still could 
be improved upon. It was. of course, neces- 
sary to make some distinction. Last year 
there was a Washington Futurity (Long- 
acres), a Washington Handicap (Laurel). 
a Washington Park Futurity and a Wash- 
ington Park Handicap. a Washington Stal- 
lion Stakes (Longacres again), and a 
Washington State Breeders Handicap 
(Playfair). None had anything to do with 
Washington, D. C. Next year I think the 
race should be named the United Nations 
with Russia Not Merely Abstaining but 
Definitely Barred and the Hell with Vishin- 
sky and Malik Gold Cup. 

Well, IL couldn’t have been farther wrong. 
The Washington. D. C., International was 
a honey of a horse race. even leaving the

international angles out. It didn’t come out 
as | had thought it would, and I was glad. 
and practically everybody on the grounds 
was glad. even people who were several 
dollars on the wrong side of the ledger be- 
cause of a belief that Greek Ship would 
run off and leave the foreigners. 


WINNERS. I thought Wilwyn was the 
handsomest horse in the post parade, and 
for sure he was the most eager. He is a 
horse of moderate size, very square in the 
hindquarters, and he is one of those horses 
which walk as if they were not quite touch- 
ing the ground. Dainty is what he is, much 
as I dislike the word. 
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He licked everybody by the simple ex- 
pedient of being the best horse. And fur- 
thermore his rider, Emanuel (Manny) 
Mercer, did not follow the example of 
horseplayers, by checking his brains at 
the gate. When the horses came into the 
turf course through a gap near the seven- 
furlong-pole, Mercer took his horse down 
toward the stands. Somebody rode after 
him and told him he was going the wrong 
way to the starting point. which was about 
midway on the back stretch. He wasn’t. 
He turned Wilwyn around and sent him 
at the lower turn at something like a two- 
minute clip. “’E changed legs,” said Mer- 
cer afterward, “so I knew that part was all’ 
right.” The horse had run counterclock- 
wise in England, but not around such 
sharp turns, and Mercer wanted him to 
get the idea. He did; he broke from the 
inside and he stayed there. 

“We got off well,” Mercer said, “and 
after a bit Charley passed me. (This 
was Smirke. on Zucchero.) So I thought, 
*E’s one of the smartest jockeys in Eng- 
land. so Tl follow ’im. and use ’is brains 
instead of mine. When I got in the stretch 
I couldn’t see the winning post, so I kept 
‘im going to the turn again, just to be 
sure.” This is in notable contrast to Job 
Jessop. who took Hampden up at the six- 
teenth-pole in the Kentucky Derby, be- 
cause he thought that was the finish. It 
should be noted also that Arcaro got a 
good deal of unsolicited advice. too. He 
once stopped riding on Blue Hills, in the 
Pimlico Cup Handicap. when there was 
still a mile to go, and Maryland had not 
forgotten. “Come past twice, Eddie,” 
people shouted at him. Eddie came past 
twice, all right, but the second time it 
was on a very tired horse. 


AFTERMATH. “This thing,” a man

The Stud Record of Blandford 


Compared With Hyperion’s 


In Tue Broop-Horst of October 11, 
page 756. with the ‘assistance of Istvan 
de Szunyogh of Budapest. we set forth 
some of the details of the brilliant stud 
record of Hyperion. In order to make a 
reasonably fair comparison with some 
other noted sires we attempted a compu- 
tation of the average-earnings index for 
the first 14 years the get of Hyperion 
have raced, that is, through 1951. 

This is not a particularly easy task, 
since the official and semi-official record- 
keepers of all countries have succeeded in 
hiding the necessary data—however in- 
dispensable the figures may be in any 
proper appraisal of a sire’s progeny— 
almost as thoroughly as if they did not 
exist at all. Usually the keepers of the 
records are willing to provide, for each 
sire. the number of winners. number of 
wins. and earnings in any given year. The 
number of non-winners running is with- 
held. for several reasons: 1) There has 
been established no tradition for giving 
statistics which might provide genuine 
enlightment for breeders; 2) there would 
be a trifling amount of work involved; 3) 
breeders have failed to demand such in- 
formation. possibly on the ground. that. 
lest someone wise up the suckers. every- 
bedy ought to be kept in ignorance. 

It would seem a futile course to attempt 
filling in the missing information in either 
the immediate or the remote past. But 
since full records for the recent past are 
now available for racing in North Amer- 
ica, it appears to be worth going to some 
trouble to discover the records of a few 
well known older stallions in other coun- 
tries as a basis for comparison. The rec- 
ords of St. Simon and Hyperion had al- 
ready been assembled. By dint of mod- 
erate cruelty to a young woman with bet- 
ter eyes than mine. I am now able to re- 
port something on the relative perform- 
ance of Blandford as a sire.

The record of Blandford, including the 
number of his runners in each year—this 
is the important and elusive figure—is set 
forth in the accompanying tabulation. It 
shows a lifetime average-earnings index 
of 4.29, which means that Blandford’s 474 


year-starters earned 4.29 times the aver- 
age expectation of the years in which 
they raced. The index is a trifle higher 
than that of Hyperion through 1951. It 
is well below Bull Lea’s index through 
last year. and also well below the lifetime 
index of St. Simon’s progeny in Great 
Britain. 

The advantage of the average-earnings 
index is that it allows for differences in 
purses available and for differences in 
number of runners representing a sire, 
and thus make it possible to arrive at a 
single figure. the lifetime or cumulative 
index. which measures with reasonable 
fidelity the ratio of actual to expected 
earnings. Since most of the distortion has 
been removed in the calculation, the index 
figure makes it possible to compare rec- 
ords of different times and different coun- 
tries. It is. of course, not a perfect instru- 
ment for making such comparisons, but it 
is probably the handiest key to any fu- 
ture improvement in our techniques for ap- 
praising the relative excellence of breed- 
ing records. 


CLASS HORSES. The single-figure in- 
dex represents the extreme of simplifica- 
tion. It measures the performance of a 
group. but cannot by itself indicate the 
odds for the individuals in the group. 
There is in this respect an important 
difference between the records of Bland- 
ford and Hyperion, although the group 
indexes are very nearly the same. 

Of Hyperion’s 621 year-starters in Great 
Britain, 144, or 23.2 per cent. earned at 
least four times the average of the year 
in which they raced. (An earnings index 
of 4,00 for an individual horse is a sort 
of arbitrary standard for a horse of class.

It is not quite as reliable in England, 
where only first money is counted, as in 
America.) Blandford had, along with a 
much smaller percentage of winners, a 
much smaller percentage of “four-plus” 
runners than Hyperion. Only 17.5 per cent 
of his year-starters were in this category. 

There is in this fact. I think. an import- 
ant connotation for the breeder. It means, 
in the first place. that while Blandford 
was capable of bestowing superlative class 
on his best offspring. he got, in compari- 
son with Hyperion, a larger percentage of 
which nothing good could be expected— 
either on the race course or in the breed- 
ing ranks. More specifically. a Hyperion 
filly picked at random from among those 
which failed to win distinction as racers 
would probably be a much better gamble 
as a broodmare prospect than 
daughter of Blandford. 

In actuality, that is the way it has 
turned out. The first winner out of a Bland- 
ford mare appeared in 1933, and in 19 
years Blandford’s highest rankings as a 
broodmare sire have been once third, 
twice fourth. once fifth. (Here again the 
gross totals do not mean very much. but 
on the other hand nobody is going to 
compile the data necessary for calculating 
the earnings index for broodmare sires.) 
The best of the stock produced by Bland- 
ford’s daughters in Great Britain includes 
Maltravers and Belle Travers (out of 
Futurity). Lambert Simnel. Umiddad and 
Dust Devil (out of Udaipur), the New 
Oaks winner Why Hurry. Neocracy (top 
2-year-old filly and dam of Tulyar). and 
the Irish Two Thousand Guineas winner 
Grand Weather and Irish One Thousand 
winner Morning Wings (both out of 
Morning Dew).

In France the Blandford mares have 
been somewhat more successful in pro- 
portion to their numbers. having pro- 


duced there Chesterfield. the Grand Prix 
de Paris winner Avenger (out of *Minne- 
waska, granddam of How). the Prix du 
Jockey Club winner Bey. and Mystery 
(out of the top-class Mistress Ford). 

In the first eight years Blandford’s 
daughters were represented by winners, 
their progeny earned enough to rank him 
in 22nd place once. In the first eight years 
for Hyperion’s daughters, he was once the 
leading broodmare sire and twice in sec- 
ond place. 

In the main. Blandford’s influence has 
been carried into the second and_ third 
generations through his best sons. Four of 
his sons—Trigo. *Blenheim II. Windsor 
Lad. and *Bahram—won the Derby in 
England. equaling the record which had 
been held jointly by Sir Peter Teazle. 
Waxy. and Cyllene. Trigo proved a mod- 
erate sire. *Blenheim II was among the 
noted sires of modern times, getting classic 
winners in four countries. including Dona- 
atello II in Italy and *Mahmoud (actually 
foaled in France) in England. Windsor 
Lad began very well and died early. *Bab- 
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ram was successful in England and the 
U. S. before being shipped to Argentina, 
where he has not yet distinguished him- 
self. 

In the years leading up to the entry of 
the U. S. into the last war, American buy- 
ers imported the best representatives of 
the Blandford male line. They got *Blen- 
heim II, *Bahram. and *Mahmoud from 
the Aga Khan. These. along with the pre- 
vious importations *St. Germans and 
*Challenger II, virtually established world 
headquarters for the Swynford male line 
in the U. S. 

The most successful sons of Blandford 
in other countries have been Brantome in 
France and Midstream in Australia. Both 
were high-class runners, and Brantome, 
bred in France by the late Baron Edouard 
de Rothschild, was one of the outstanding 
horses of his time. France has another 
successful sire in Norseman, son of Umid- 
war. But Marcel Boussac, when he decided 
he should add Blandford blood to his 
flourishing stud in France, came to Amer- 
ica and got Whirlaway, son of *Blen- 
heim II. 

In Argentina Badruddin, son of Bland- 
ford, has had considerable success, and this 
year’s outstanding 3-year-old. Branding, is 
a son of Burudun, by Badruddin. 


BEST OFFSPRING. Blandford ran only 
four times, and though he raced well 
enough to show himself as one of the 
best colts of his age. winning three of his 
four starts at two and three. he missed 
the great races which are the hallmarks 
of class. Thus. when he was retired to 
the stud in Ireland in 1924 his fee was a 
modest 150 guineas and his expectation 
only moderate. 

His reputation rose rapidly. Trigo and 
*Blenheim II were in the second and 
third crops and the Oaks winner Udaipur 
in the fifth. By that time he had been rec- 
ognized as potentially an outstanding sire, 
and his patronage improved. with the 
result that his seventh. eighth, and ninth 
crops of foals included more high-class 
horses than all the rest of his stud career. 

The following rundown shows the num- 
ber of runners and winners in Great Bri- 
tain and Ireland from each crop of foals 
by Blandford. It includes a list of the more 
successful runners in each crop.

This was the last crop of foals by Bland- 
ford. He died in 1935, the year *Bahram 
became his fourth winner of the English 
Derby. Bred at the National Stud in 
County Kildare, Ireland, Blandford stood 
at the stud of his owner, Capt. Richard 
C. Dawson, in County Dublin through the 
1933 season. Because of the heavy disad- 
vantage of the 40 per cent ad valorem on 
bloodstock moving from Ireland to Eng- 
land. he was moved to England and stood 
there his last two seasons, dying at the 
age of 16 and at the top of his fame. 

By this time it was being debated 
whether he was as great a sire as the 
titans which had preceded him, such as 
Stockwell and St. Simon. The conclusion 
of those who looked most closely was that 
he was a great sire, but not to be classed 
with Stockwell and St. Simon. The full

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Four-year-olds and older horses are brought out 
of their winter rest period in the same manner as 
prescribed for three-year-olds. They are given a 
term of long, slow gallops, then are started breezing 
slow quarter-miles, three-eighths, and half-miles. 
Horses 3 years old and upward that also have raced 
the previous year and who come out for their first 
race in the spring are sometimes extremely nervous 
and washy, and take a lot cut of themselves in the 
saddling paddock before a race. Now and then this 
over-anxiety uses up all their energy before they are 
ready to break out of the starting gate. Some of this 
can be averted by taking a horse to the paddock to 
see the crowds and get the feel of things a few days 
before he is to make his first start of the year. If it 
seems necessary, this can be repeated. 


Most older horses do not require as much work 
as younger ones. Those with such ailments as bad 
feet, ankles, knees, and so on should receive any 
necessary hard work well in advance of a race. Then 
they should be trained lightly up to the race, so any 
soreness which might have come from the stiff work 
will have time to subside. Most sore horses train 
better over a deep or sandy track. A very good ex- 
ample of such a track is the one called “Oklahoma,” 
at Saratoga Springs. There is an exception to this 
rule—a horse with sore knees trains better on a track 
that is firm but not too hard. A cuppy track that 
breaks away from a sore-kneed horse puts too much 
strain on his knees. 


When a horse develops something seriously 
wrong, such as a bowed tendon, or bunchy knees that 
cause such lameness that his training cannot be con- 
tinued, or a broken sesamoid bone, or a broken bone 
in a foot, he is best sent to the farm and turned out 
for something like a year. Some treatment may be 
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Training Older Horses 


started before he is sent to the farm, and continued 
after his arrivai there. This will depend on the type 
of injury. Treatments for different ailments may 
vary considerably, but there isn’t much that can be 
done about any serious injury until the fever and 
soreness have disappeared. The horse then can be 
treated and turned out on grass. Subsequent treat- 
ment or medication can be carried out under the su- 
pervision of a veterinarian or someone else experi- 
enced with such things. It is the time element that 
really does the good. Treatment helps, but Nature, 
in the main, is the final healer. 

The training of an injured horse, when he is put 
under saddle again, is about the same as for any 
horse of his age, with the exception that he requires 
more careful watching. I might state right here that 
the trainer or his assistant should carefully examine 
the feet and legs of every horse in the stable, sound 
or unsound, every day. In the case of horses that 
have been injured and are being brought back to 
racing after a period of rest and treatment, the 
slightest fever in the injured member should be con- 
sidered a red light. Stop training until the fever has 
subsided. 


Fever in a leg or a foot, just as in the body, is 
Nature’s first warning that something is not quite 
right. We take a horse’s body temperature to check 
his general welfare, and we feel his feet and legs to 
see if he isssound. Many a trainer would have averted 
a bad breakdown if he had heeded the first warning 
and stopped work with his horse until the trouble 
that was brewing had been taken care of by treat- 
ments or rest. 

The early training of horses that come back to 
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racing after having been injured is naturally at a 
slower pace than for sound horses, because of the 
precautions that must be taken. Try not to give them 
any stiff work on a bad or slippery track. This ap- 
plies especially to horses with bowed tendons. 

There is an old saying that one race is better 
than several works. This means that most horses get 
something out of a race that you cannot give them in 
a work. Of course it is to be understood that a horse 
must be fit enough to stand the pressure of a hard 
race. He may get a strenuous race even though you 
want him to have a comparatively easy one the 
first time out, because a lot of unforeseen things 
can come up during a race. A race may look easy on 
paper, but there are such things as a horse getting 
a very poor start, or perhaps running up against a 
tough racer who shows unexpectedly improved form. 


STABLE MANAGEMENT 


A trainer soon learns through experience that 
there are a thousand little details of management 
which if properly carried out will help the perform- 
ance of his horses. First he must pick a good assist- 
ant and then he must have a top foreman. It is the 
duty of these two to relieve a trainer of many of the 
little details of stable operation which would take up 
a lot of his time if he had less experienced assistance. 


One of the most important aspects of stable man- 
agement is the selection of feed. All feed must be 
inspected when it is brought into the stable. Bedding 
is nearly as important as the feed itself, because a 
horse may eat some of his bedding, especially if he is 
a good feeder. Therefore it is important to have good 
clean straw. Poor feed or bedding should be rejected. 
Food for horses, like food for people, must be of top 
quality. You cannot sacrifice quality in order to save 
a few dollars. In the long run there will be no saving 
because the poorer condition of your horses means 
less earnings in purse money. The weights on feed 
and bedding should be carefully checked. The feed 
dealer may be perfectly honest, and yet you can be 
shorted through carelessness or error on the part of 
a clerk. 


Grooms and exercise boys must be carefully se- 
lected. They may be weeded out as you learn about 
their capabilities. Saddles, bridles, and other equip- 
ment must be first class and well cared for. They 
should be systematically inspected for wear or de- 
fects. A faulty bridle rein, girth buckle, or stirrup 
webbing may break and cause a bad accident. Blank- 
ets and coolers used on horses should be kept clean 
and in good repair. There should be rain sheets to 
protect horses going to and from the paddock in 
bad weather. 

Each groom should be alloted equipment for 
which he is responsible: rubbing rags (very expen- 
sive these days), brushes, bandages, pins, scrapers, 
and other items. The equipment should be maintained 
in good condition, and each groom should have a box 
to keep it in. From time to time these boxes should be 
inspected to see that they are neatly kept and that 
the equipment is in good order. It should be required 
of every groom to keep his stalls clean and free 
from odors. 

Each exercise boy is furnished a saddle and 
bridle, which he is expected to sponge and soap and 
keep in serviceable order. 

The stable foreman is in charge of all medicine, 
which he keeps in a closet and issues to the grooms 
when they need it. He and his first assistant (when 


Each exercise boy is furnished a saddle and bridle, which he is 
expected to sponge and soap and keep in serviceable order. 


there is an assistant; in the larger stables it is neces- 
sary to have several of them) check on the use of 
all medicine and leg paints. 


The foreman selects the articles to be sent to the 
paddock with a horse that is to race. From experience 
he knows what is needed in the paddock and he is fa- 
miliar with any special equipment that is required 
by a particular horse. An important item of paddock 
equipment is a small bottle of antiseptic to be used 
on cuts. An immediate application of antiseptic to 
cuts received by a horse during a race often prevents 
infection. The foreman must always be notified 
of any change in equipment on a horse so it will not 
be forgotten when he packs his tack before going 
to the paddock. The smallest detail forgotten can be 
very costly and possibly may cause one to lose a 
good race, 


A shoeing record is kept in the stable so there is 
no possibility of letting a horse go too long without 
getting his feet manicured and putting new shoes 
on him. It is necessary to change the shoes on some 
horses about every two weeks. As a rule, three 
weeks is about right for most horses, but no horse 
should be allowed to go for more than four weeks 
without a change of shoes or a reset on his old ones. 
Each groom is held responsible for the condition of 
his horse. He is instructed to report immediately 
any slightest change about his horse. This applies 
to feet, legs, or in fact any part of the horse, and of 
course includes the shoes. He should tell the foreman 
when his horse needs the services of a plater. How- 
ever, as there are good and bad grooms, and intel- 
ligent and unintelligent ones, as in every other busi- 
ness, the foreman and the assistant trainer must 
continually check all such things so no tiny detail 
is ever overlooked. 


The trainer is responsible for the racing colors. 
Enough of them should be on hand so the jockey 
can wear a neat set of colors in every race. This is 
very important to an owner who takes pride in the 
stable and in the appearance of everything con- 
nected with it.

Fasig-Tipton Co. Reorganized; 


H.S. Finney in 


A reorganization of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company, one of the leading horse sales 
organizations in the United States, has 
been announced. Because of the demands 
on his time made by other aspects of his 
family’s business, young Tyson Gilpin, 
who has been president of the company 
since shortly after the death of his father 
in 1947, will no longer be able to devote 
the necessary time to the sales company’s 
affairs. Humphrey S. Finney. who has 
been executive vice president of the or- 
ganization since 1951. will be the active 
head. 

The change in leadership was accom- 
panied by a shift in ownership. The prin- 
cipal stockholders have been the Gilpin 
family and Henry H. Knight. Each has 
relinquished some of his stock in order 
to allow a wider participation in the com- 
pany’s affairs by other breeders. The new 
list of stockholders includes Mr. Knight, 
Mr. Gilpin, Mr. Finney, Lou Doherty, 
Taylor Hardin, Melville Church Il, Mrs. 
Marion du Pont Scott, Dr. F. A. O'Keefe, 
Daniel G. Van Clief, Whitney Stone, 
George Swinebroad, and F. Wallis Arm- 
strong Jr. Others probably will be added. 
No shareholder will own more than 10 per 
cent of the stock, which is being distrib- 
uted in lots of 10, 5, and 21% per cent of 
the total. 

The meeting at which the reorganiza- 
tion took place was held in New York last 
week. Present were Mr. Knight, Mr. Gil- 
pin, Mr. Finney, Mr. Doherty, Mr. Van 
Clief. John A. Morris, and Frank Hills, 
representing Mr. Stone’s Morven Stud. 

New officers are to be elected later, but 
it has been agreed that Mr. Finney 
will be the chief executive officer. The 
annual yearling auctions at Saratoga will 
be held by the Fasig-Tipton Company, as 
in the past. and the sales activities of the 
concern will be broadened. It is under- 
stood that Fasig-Tipton will in the future 
manage the yearling sales held each July 
by the California Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association, and that the annual Maryland 
Fall Sales may again be under Fasig-Tip- 
ton management. The Maryland sales 
have been developed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association, under Mr.

When John D. Schapiro, president of Laurel, sat 
down last summer to plan a $50,000 international 
race, he provoked reactions ranging all the way 
from mild misgivings to downright ridicule. Inter- 
national races were all right in some places, but 
not in a country so remote as the United States 
from other leading racing centers, The foreigners 
didn’t have a chance. Look at the Zev-Papyrus 
fiasco in 1923. Look at the miserable performances 
turned in by the top-class Argentinian performers 
Ensueno and *Endeavour II after they had flown 
a third of the way around the world to run in 
the Empire City Gold Cup five years ago. .. . 

Schapiro was stubborn. The horses woudn’t have 
to run in slick shoes on a slick track, as Papyrus 
had done. They could run on a grass course, as 
they did at home. They could have a walk-up 
start. so as not to be confused by the frightening 
contraption to which American runners have _be- 
come accustomed. They could be flown in just 


before the race, in order not to lose condition 
because of change in climate. 

Not everything could be arranged to suit the 
visitors, of course. They would still have to run 
counter-clockwise, The turf at Laurel would be a 
considerably harder surface than the ancient sod 
of European courses. The sharp turns on a turf 
course built inside a one-mile oval would be a 
hazard for runners unused to going around such 
corners. A whooping American crowd and a 
raucous public address system might easily scare the 
wits out of an English runner which at home had 
made his stretch runs to the accompaniment of 
an excited silence. 

Despite all the hazards, the race proved a better 
one than anyone expected, including, in all prob- 
ability, Schapiro himself. It was, in fact, one of 
the best races of the year. Best of all, the invaders 
finished first, third, and fourth in the field of 
seven. Commented British-born Humphrey Finney,

(Continued from preceding page) 
field secretary of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association: “It was the greatest thing for racing 
in the Maryland area the Seabiscuit-War 
Admiral race.” 

The horses got away to a good start, with Zuc- 
chero having possibly a trifle the best of it. The 
horses raced, as John Chandler of the Associated 
Press put it, “like a bunch of grapes” for most of 
the mile and a half distance, with five different 
horses taking turns in front. At the end of a mile 
Greek Ship (with Eddie Arcaro up), *Indian Hemp, 
and Niederlander were heads apart in the lead. 
Greek Ship, which was the 6-to-5 favorite, and 
*Indian Hemp suddenly gave up the struggle and 
within a quarter-mile drifted from the point to 
the last two places in the field. 

In the meantime Wilwyn and Ruhe, which had 
been running last and next to last, were moving 
up. Emanuel Mercer found an opening on the rail 
for Wilwyn, drove him through it on the turn, 
and without doing more than showing his whip, got 
him to the front with a furlong to go. Ruhe ran 
past Zucchero and Niederlaender in the last quar- 
ter-mile. 

Like the two English runners, the German 
entry Niederlander, owned by Baron Thyssen, ran 
on very gamely. He was capably ridden by Ovie 
Scurlock, but nevertheless conceded, by running 
on the outside on all the turns, enough ground to 
have made him the winner. 

A good pace had been maintained all the way, 
leading to the early defeat of the favorite Greek 
Ship, and the final time, 2:3045, was a new track 
record by a margin of 5% seconds. The fact that 
the first five horses had finished with only three 
lengths from first to fifth, and all considerably 
faster than the old track record, was perhaps the 
most conclusive proof that the transatlantic ship- 
ment had failed to knock the edge off the in- 
vaders’ form. The turf, of course, was harder than 
on European courses, and after the race Wilwyn 
was reported lame, but there was no_ indication 
of serious disorder. The veteran Pilaster pulled

up lame. 


All the owners of the foreign runners were pres- 
ent for the race. Immediately after the finish Wil- 
wyn’s owner, Robert Boucher. a hop grower in 
Kert, was extended an invitation to run his horse 
in the Pimlico Special (like the Anternational a 
strictly invitational affair, without nomination fees, 
and thus not a stakes race), but Jhe “quickly de- 
clined, Another week in a new climate might find 
his horse losing form, and there was the extra 
hazard of the dirt track. Mr. Boucher said of the 
international race, “I shall never forget the tre- 
mendous sporting spirit of the crowd that had bet 
against my horse, but cheered him home.” 

However, George Rolls, the bookmaker who owns 
Zucchero, has nominated the son of *Nasrullah for 
the Gold Cup to be run at the Empire City meet- 
ing on October 25. This was taking a long chance 
indeed, since the starting gate will be an additional 
hazard for Zucchero, who is described by his 
(assistant) trainer, W. J. Payne, as a “bit naughty” 
—an understatement worthy of the history books. 

At home in England Wilwyn probably would 
have been ranked a stone below the capricious 
Zucchero, despite the fact that he came to America 
with a record of ten successive wins. Last year 
after he had won half of his six races, he was 
described in Phil Bull’s annual summary as a 
“smart colt of handicap class . . . probably best 
at around Im: suited by an easy surface.” At three 
he had won at seven furlongs (the Free Handicap), 
a mile, and 1% miles (a three-horse race). 

This year his most important victory before the 
International was in the one-mile Rous Memorial 
Stakes at the Royal Ascot meeting. His 1952 
wins also included three races at 1% miles. The 
first of these was the Chippenham Stakes at 
Newmarket in April, in which he bested a good 
field, including Rocklighter. Aquino II, Medway, 
and Telegram. Most of his wins since Ascot have 
been over lesser competition, and in two- and 
three-horse fields, His entire English winnings 
amounted, at the $2.80 rate for the pound, to 
$27.153.70, so that the victory at Laurel more than 
doubled his earnings. 

Bred by his owner and trained at Newmarket by

George S. Colling, Wilwyn is the best son of the 
stallion Pink Flower. which is himself a result of 
the late Lord Astor’s penchant for international 
ventures in breeding. In 1939 Plymstock, good 
stakes winner and producer, was sent from Cliveden 
Stud to Germany to be bred to Oleander, and the 
next year produced Pink Flower, a stakes winner 
up to a mile, but a trifle short of classic stature 
(he finished second in the Two Thousand Guineas),

She is by the great Italian- 
bred runner Donatello II (himself the result of 
an international mating) out of the 1936 Oaks 
winner Lovely Rosa, which as a yearling was sold 
at Dublin for 370 guineas, Napoule, carrying Lovely 
Rosa, had been sold at Dublin in August, 1932, 
for 80 guineas.

Preparing Pastures for Winter 


Fertility Should Be Restored to Grazing Land; The 
Use of a Flexible Harrow Is Advisable 


Autumn is the season when much of 
the foundation can be laid for the pro- 
ductivity of pastures during the next spring 
and summer. Although many breeder- 
farmers may think of that season as being 
valuable only for the amount of hunting 
or other recreation they are able to get 
done, they will probably find it profitable 
to spend at least a part of that time in 
their pastures preparing the land for the 
hard use it will receive the 
year. 

Among the important projects of the 
fall months is the process of returning to 
the soil some of the fertility which has 
heen carried off by the livestock during 
the previous grazing season. Fields. par- 
ticularly the thinner pastures. will prob- 
ably benefit from the application of a 
complete mineral fertilizer at this time. 
according to Dr. E. N. Fergus. who is in 
charge of the pastures and forage crops 
section of the University of Kentucky 
agronomy department. 

To be the most beneficial. the fertilizers 
applied during this part of the year should 
have a large percentage of potash. which 
is recommended for maintaining the pro- 


following 


é 


duction of established grasslands used 
for either permanent pastures or hay fields. 
Much land in Kentucky and other regions 
need fertilizer potassium for maximum 
stands of the legumes and grasses in a top- 
quality pasture. Potassium-deficient plants 
will show the characteristic yellowing and 
dying of the leaf-edges. and will supply 
a poor grade of unpalatable forage. 

Dr. Fergus explains that only a moderate 
proportion of nitrogen is necessary in this 
application of a complete fertilizer. Al- 
though nitrogen is valuable on pastures 
where the herbage consists mainly of grass 
or where very high production is desired. 
too much nitrogen tends to force out the 
leguminous plants unless the pasture is 
grazed rather closely. 

Another chore for the fall) months on 
many horse farms is the mowing of the 
uneven. dying growth from those pastures 
which do not have surfaces too rough or 
recky to permit the use of mowing ma- 
chines. In most situations. it is sufficient 
to cut back the rank growth so as to pro- 
mote an even coverage of the pasture by 
nutritious herbage. In the season which 


has just passed. however. Dr. Fergus 


notes that many areas have become badly 
infested with foxtail. a grass which often 
replaces the more beneficial pasture plants. 
Mowing in the case of this plant or 
others which are not desirable in’ the 
pasture usually tends to spread their 
seeds around and encourage their propa- 
gation. If the unwanted plants have gained 
too much headway in the pastures, it may 
be very beneficial to destroy them. If this 
is the problem. the herbage should be 
raked up and burned to insure that the 
seeds do not cause another bumper crop 
of weeds or other undesirable plants. 
Many horse farms of the bluegrass area 
have found it advisable to drag pastures 
with a chain harrow or some other type 
of flexible harrow during the autumn. 
The main object of using this type of har- 
row is in spreading the animal droppings 


over the fields. This process serves at 


least two purposes. 

Livestock prefer not to graze the rank 
growth of forage which springs up around 
piles of droppings unless they are driven 
to it by hunger and lack of other feed. 
This causes a considerable waste of for-

age that should be utilized and creates a 
rough, uneven growth in the pasture. Scat- 
tering the droppings about the pasture 
with a chain harrow prevents the occur- 
ence of most of these rank clumps, and it 
makes the animal fertilizer, which is val- 
uable with the more even distribution, 
available to a larger portion of the land’s 
surface. 

With these autumn pasture management 
practices accomplished. the breeder will 
begin thinking of his program for the 
winter and early spring months. and start 
preparing to carry out the important tasks. 
The persons in charge of many horse farms 
will encounter more than the usual amount 
of damage to their pastures at the end 
of this year. The extended drouth which 
affected many parts of the country last 
summer lowered the productive capacity 
of many pastures, and the effect of this 
depletion will be felt in coming growing 
seasons if proper pasture management is 
not practiced. In addition to the bad re- 
sults of the summer's dry weather, erass- 
hoppers and other insects have been ac- 
tive in using their destructive talents to 
increase the damage to pastures this past 
year, 

Among other things. these adverse con- 
ditions have left bare or sparsely vege- 
tated areas in permanent pastures which 
can be improved by top-sowing bluegrass 
seed over them early next year. If normal 
weather conditions prevail, the bluegrass 
seed may be put on those spots late in 
February. 

There is a possibility, Dr. Fergus states, 
that the dry conditions of last year may 
cause a distinct scarcity of white clover 
forage in pastures where it has been abund- 
ant before. A natural companion of blue- 
grass. white clover usually provides for- 
age at a time when bluegrass is compar- 
atively dormant. 

To somewhat overcome this deficiency, 
some kind of red clover that can be plant- 
ed in February or early March may be 
top-sown at the same time the bluegrass 
is added to the thin pastures. The widely 
practiced system of seeding clover in late 
winter or early spring is usually successful 
if the seeds become covered and protected. 
Sprouted seeds, however, are sometimes 
killed by freezing weather if they are left 
completely exposed on the surface of the 
ground. 

Kenland, a new variety of red clover de- 
veloped by the Kentucky Agricultural ex- 
periment Station in co-operation with the 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
is recommended for Kentucky pastures be- 
cause it has proved itself superior to most 
of the older varieties both in yield and 
longevity. Red clovers are extremely val- 
uable as pasture crops in short rotations.

HIALEAH VISITORS 


As a community service, Hialeah Race 
Course has been selected by Dr. Reinhold 
Wolff. economics expert of the Univer- 
sity of Miami, as the subject of a contin- 
uing study for the purpose of yardsticking 
Florida’s tourist attractions. 

Operated as a free public park 45 weeks 
out of the year. Hialeah ranks as one of 
the top Florida tourist attractions after, 
as well as during. the racing season, a 
preliminary survey shows. Interviewers 


checked 568 of the 16.217 visitors to the 
grounds during the period of last July 12 


through 18. They found that 354 were in 
Florida for the first time, and 413 were 
in Miami for the first time. The race course 
was one of the first places they headed 
for after arrival. 

Visitors from New York led the field, 
followed by those from Illinois, Ohio. 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, and Maryland 
—geographically significant since the sur- 
vey was made in midsummer. 

Dr. Wolff reports that a tabulation kept 
on give-away postcards at the race course 
during 1951 disclosed it had approximately 
511.937 visitors in about 11 months of 
1951. This figure does not include visitor 
totals during the track’s racing season.

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Origin of Our 
Riding Style 


The following interesting comments on 
“la monte Americane” were published last 
spring by the Parisian racing paper Sport 
Complet, over the pen name of Le Sancy, 
which represents one of the veterans among 
French racing writers. The translation is 


by J. Worth Estes. 


I did not intend to return to this subject. 
but many people do seem to be interested. 
and I have received so much instructive 
mail that I think our readers will profit 
from it. It will be the best way of repaying 
those who were so kind as to send it to me. 

George Lambton, in his book Men and 
Horses I Have Known, discusses the ori- 
gin of the American style of riding, i. e., 
with short stirrups and hunched up over 
the horse’s neck, in the following manner: 

American jockeys in the middle of the 
nineteenth century rode with stirrups 
which were perhaps even longer than those 
of the English. The “American” mount 


> 
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does not come from them. But there lived 
at this time a certain Mr. Huggins, who, 
when he noticed the simple way in which 
horses were trained and ridden in the 
little country meetings, decided to start 
in these meetings a horse which was only 
fair. but one which was very steady and 
able to give him a good line. When a 
country runner would beat this test horse 
(“temoin”), Huggins would buy it, and 
the new acquisition, with good training 
and riding. would progress steadily, mov- 
ing up one or two classes. 

This clever system was very satisfactory. 
but one day, after he had bought a horse 
ridden by a little negro jockey. he was 
surprised to see it. although ridden by his 
own white jockey. cleanly beaten by his 
now-famous test horse. This kept going 
on, always with negro jockeys. and no one 
understood it, until one of these little boys. 
desperate to sell the horse which he was 
riding. begged Huggins to buy him with 
the horse. Huggins liked the looks of the 
bey, and bought the whole works, jockey. 
horse. and all, without suspecting the revo- 
lution which he was beginning. 

The first race of his new champion— 
with a white jockey—was no better than 
the others. But this time the little negro 
said to his patron. “Let me try riding the

The inaugural running of Keeneland’s Alcibiades 
Stakes gave the pocket-sized Sweet Patootie another 
claim to championship honors in the 2-year-old 
filly division.

County Delight has arrived at John A. 
Bell III’s Jonabell Stables near Lexington 
where he will begin stud duties in 1953. 
A 5-year-old son of Count Fleet—Matri- 
arch, by *Sir Gallahad III, County De- 
light has won approximately $220,000 in 
four seasons of racing. He will stand at a 
fee of $1,000 for a live foal, payable when 
the mare foals. 

Bred at Mrs. John D. Hertz’ Stoner 
Creek Stud. Paris. Ky.. County Delight 
was purchased from the Stoner Creek con- 
signment to the 1948 Keeneland Summer 
Sales by Paul Mellon’s Rokeby Stable for 
$32,000. County Delight won one of three 
starts at two, but did not prove that he 
was of stakes class until he placed second 
in the Leonard Richards Stakes and fin- 
ished third in the Kent Stakes as a 3-year- 
old of 1950. 

At four, County Delight was one of the 
important factors in making Count Fleet 
the leading money winning sire of 1951. 
That year he won the Dixie, the Gallant 
Fox, the Merchants’ and Citizens’, and the 
Manhattan Handicaps. In the Pimlico 
Special, the Maryland and the Westches- 
ter Handicaps, he placed second. He ac- 
counted for third money in the Butler, 
Widener, Grey Lag, Suburban, Brooklyn, 
Arlington, Saratoga, and Washington Park 
Handicaps. 

With this record. he was weighted at 
122 pounds on the Blood-Horse Handicap 
for the older horses of 1951. This put him

Arlington-Washington Stakes 


Conditions for six early closing stakes 
have been announced by Benjamin F. 
Lindheimer. executive director of Arling- 
ton-Washington Parks, at Chicago. The 
races, which close on November 1. are 
the Arlington Classic. the Washington 
Park Handicap, the Arlington Futurity. 
the Washington Park Futurity. the Ar- 
lington Lassie Stakes, and the Princess 
Pat Stakes. The Classic and Washington 
Park Handicap are for $100.000 added. 
The two futurities are for $75.000 added. 
the Lassie and Princess Pat are for $50.- 
000 added. The futurities have been in- 
creased $25,000. and the Lassie and the 
Princess Pat have been increased by 
$20,000. 

Second money of $30,000 will be paid 
in the two $100,000 races and the fu- 
turities, with third money of $15,000 and 
fourth money of $10,000. In the Lassie 
and the Princess Pat, second, third, and 
fourth monies will be $20,000, $12.000. 
and $10,000, respectively. 

The American Derby, the Arlington 
Handicap, and the Arlington Matron 
Stakes have been taken off an early closing 
basis, and will close later. 


New Barns at Tanforan 


The construction of 11 new barns at 
Tanforan has provided stabling facilities 
for enough horses to carry the race meet- 
ing without requiring horsemen to stable 
at other tracks. The track now has 1.500 
stalls. The racing strip has been recondi- 
tioned for the fall meeting which opens 


October 27. 


New Stakes at Gulfstream Park

HORSES NEEDED 


Dr. F. E. Hull. general chairman of the 
Stud Managers Course to be held at the 
University of Kentucky November 17-21. 
is seeking the co-operation of central Ken- 
tucky horsemen in obtaining horses to be 
used for demonstration purposes. At least 
three horses will be required for dissec- 
tion in connection with anatomical demon- 
strations. and others are needed for dem- 
onstrations in the cause of lameness and 
the care of feet and legs. The latter horses 
will not be destroyed. but will be returned 
to their owners. 

The anatomical demonstrations will be 
conducted by Drs. J. H. Drudge and Ross 
Brown, of the U. K. Department of Ani- 
mal Pathology. The session on lameness 
and the care of feet will be conducted by 
Drs. D. L. Proctor and A. H. Davidson. 
Horses used in the foot and leg demonstra- 
tion will have their feet trimmed. to illus- 
trate corrective measures in cases of toeing 
in, toeing out and other defective stances. 

Stall space now is available at the Uni- 
versity for several horses, Dr. Hull says. 
if anyone wants to turn them over to him 
in advance of the course. He can be reach- 
ed at 2-2200, extension 2307, Lexington.

mote international good will than 14 am- 
passadors.” It was perfectly true. Robert 
Boucher. who grows hops in Kent and is 
the fortunate owner of Wilwyn, and John 
Waugh, the assistant trainer who brought 
the horse here, and Manny Mercer. can 
go home and say that the only trouble 
with America is that the champagne occa- 
sionally gets over your shoetops. I was 
rather proud of Laurel’s children, mostly 
losers. because Wilwyn paid $15. The last 
time | can remember hearing a horse so 
lavishly cheered was in 1936. when Rush- 
away. having won the Illinois Derby at 
Aurora on Friday. shipped overnight to 
Latonia and won the Latonia Derby on 
the following day. Mr. Boucher was also 
cheered at the presentation of the trophy. 
and I couldn't remember anybody being 
cheered at a presentation before; the cus- 
tomers are usually busy trying to handi- 
cap the seventh race. 


QUESTION. I can’t remember, either. 
a foreign horse racing so well since 
**Epinard (two asterisks are used be- 
cause he was imported twice). **Epinard 
was beaten in his three international 
races. but he was second in all of them, 
meeting specialists at their best game. 
and goading Sarazen into running the best 
mile and a quarter in America to that 
time. (Yes, | know about Whisk Broom 


II; the timer was wrong.) Of course plenty 
of foreign-bred horses, such as *Hourless 
and *Omar Khayyam and dozens of others, 
have been brought here as weanlings or 
yearlings and have raced brilliantly, and 
others. such as *Caballero II and *Kayak 
II and others have hung around and got 
acquainted with the place and have raced 
successfully. But what I mean is a foreign 
horse which has made his reputation else- 
where, and has been shipped in for a spe- 
cific big race. One bystander. in fact. 
thought this was the first time a foreign 
horse had ever won one of these inter- 
national affairs here. Possibly readers with 
longer memories can straighten this out. 

Anyway. Wilwyn chewed up the course 
record, which was not so remarkable be- 
cause this sort of race isn’t run often here, 
and he chewed up his horses, which was 
sufficiently remarkable. And Laurel got 
away with an international race, which is 
the most remarkable thing of all. 


The National Produce Stakes. which in 
more than a century has been won by 2- 
year-old colts and fillies which became im- 
portant factors in Irish breeding, was run 
at The Curragh early in October.

horse. and you'll see what happens.” Hug- 
gins let him try it, and he won in a walk. 
He rode like a monkey, his knees at his 
nose and his nose in the horse’s mane. 
Huggins tried both ways again, and he 
was forced to admit that the style of the 
little negro improved his horse by several 
pounds, 

An Englishman would perhaps have 
been shocked and inflexible. But Huggins 
was an American, and he adopted the 
new style, which rapidly took hold, and 
as it later did in Europe. eliminated its 
rival in America in a few years. 

It remained to be learned where the 
new star had learned it. After investiga- 
tion it was found that he had learned it all 
by himself, without even trying, like the 
other littke negro boys employed in the 
stables in the South. Since no one took 
the trouble to teach them, they were put 
on a horse with a sack for a saddle, and 
they held on as well as they could. The 
result was the famous position which 
came to dominate the world of racing. 

And here I must be permitted to add 
a personal word to the interesting revela- 
tions of George Lambton. Have you ever 
galloped quickly, riding bareback or with 
a_simple covering? It is not usual. Per- 
haps, in the old days, the cavalry would 
do it occasionally. going to the water hole. 
to the baths, or to the smithy during man- 
euvres, or the sojourns from the camp. 
In such a case. when the pace quickens. 
people of small build have a great tend- 
ency to pull up their knees and hold on in 
front like Huggins’ little horseman. 

The importation to Europe of this way 
of riding a horse is always attributed, and 
rightly so, to Tod Sloan, One other tried 
before him, a certain Simms. But, although 
enjoying a great reputation in his own 
country, he failed in England. It was also 
dificult to prove the method because of 
the enormous prejudices in an extremely 
traditionalist country. Everyone there had 
in his eye the silhouette of a well seated 
jockey, the silhouette of the mounted sen- 
tinel so loved by the public, and, more, 
conforming to the rules of the classic 
equestrian. A great number of horsemen 
disliked the American style solely because 
of this, and when it came it was completely 
misunderstood. 

Tod Sloan was then, from the very first. 
badly attacked and copiously railed at, 
especially because he lost his first race 
with a horse that was expected to win. 
But he recovered later. During the 
course of the first little sojourn which he 
made in England in 1897, he had twenty 
winners, and when he returned in 1898. 
it was as Lord Beresford’s first jockey. 
and his victories were no longer counted 
up. 

However. the adversary was not easily 
disarmed. Lambton adds that Beresford

was stubborn for a long time—to the great 
misfortune of his pocketbook—until one 
day when he had asked advice of his 
jockey, Rickaby, a man of few words, the 
latter replied, “If I were an owner, I 
would not start a horse unless Sloan rode 
him.” 

The world knows what followed. Suc- 
cess was stronger than tradition. New ar- 
rivals showed marvellously in their turn, 
among whom the greatest was Johnny 
Reiff. Young men like Stern begged from 
the first to try the new style, and par- 
tisans of the old style, like Edward Wat- 
kins, disappeared one after another. The 
last was William Pratt, whose swan song 
was his triple winning of the Grand Prix 
de Paris with Semendria in 1900, Kizil 
Kourgan in 1902, and Quo Vadis in 1903. 
And the page was turned. 

Think a minute on this point: was the 
short-stirrup style of riding modified in 
Europe or in America, seeing that it is 
not the same on both sides of the ocean? 
I decided on America a fortnight ago. At 
that time I was very happy to receive from 
one of my correspondents a good selection 
of photos from 1899 to 1914. which con- 
firms this theory without a doubt. 

Among the most important pictures are: 
William Pratt on Royal Oak and Madge 
on Apex in the Prix de Chatillon, 1899; 
Edward Watkins on an anonymous horse, 
but with the colors of the Vicomte d’Har- 
court. (These three champions of the old 
style are amusing, but they do not come 
into this discussion.) Then there is Tod 
Sloan on an unidentified horse, Stern on 
Rose de Mai, O'Connor on Rataplan at 
Vichy, a photo of the Prix Jouvence of 
1902 with G. Stern on Passaro leading 
the eventual winner Jolly Girl (with Reiff 
up). and finally a very instructive picture 
of the 1914 Prix Boiard, with Milton 
Henry on Nimbus leading O'Neill on Isard 
Il and Reiff on Fidelio. Unfortunately, we 
do not see the fourth in that race, Sardan- 
apale, ridden by Doumen. 

We have, then, in this gallery of the 
greatest proponents of the American style 
of riding in France between 1900 and 1914 
many traces of the founder, Tod Sloan. 
None of these pictures would surprise a 
reader of today. Reiff had certainly 
the shortest stirrups. then Stern, and then 
O'Neill. Tod Sloan most nearly corre- 
sponds to Stern. Reiff has his knees at the 
withers, the others only slightly, but clear- 
ly, below. O’Connor was a little lower, and 
Milton Henry’s were the longest. We can 
compare his position with that of our 
“longest” jockeys of the steeplechase, and 
recall that on Peraldi. 

The photographs of this year, 1952, 
with which I made comparison so as not 
to rely on one simple impression, show in 
general slightly shorter stirrups. The most 
popular position today is like Reiff’s. But

there is no great difference, the height of 
the body is unchanged, and once again, 
some prankster could switch 1902 and 
1952 pictures without startling anyone. 

It is thus evident that the French have 
retained, in a little purer form, the posi- 
tion brought to Europe by Tod Sloan. 
The Americans have modified it in exag- 
gerating it, less by shortening their stir- 
rups than by bending the upper part of 
their bodies. 

Are they right in 1952, as they were in 
1900? There is no longer any question 
except of degree, and not of radical 
change. The proof remains to be made, for 
if Pomare was well ridden this time by 
Pearson she was no less well ridden by 
Signoret in the Prix d’Arenberg. and 
Poincelet did something even more diff- 
cult in finishing so close to her—and in 
very pretty fashion—with Devinette, which 
is not in the same class. 

We should not forget that Blane himself 
utilized not at all badly the great mechan- 
ism of Guersant, and it would be an error 
to believe that this mechanism works all 
by itself and with just any jockey. 

Until we find something better, our 
jockeys can only keep their present posi- 
tions—or better, let us use this last word 
in the singular.

He was a very precocious 2-year-old, 
as after running second to Counsellor 
Wernberg in a maiden race at Morris 
Park on May 10. 1898, he won the Na- 
tional Stallion Stakes at that track on 
May 14. Tod Sloan was the rider, and 
behind them were Glenheim, Miller, Wat- 
kins Overton. and other good juveniles.

Jean Bereaud’s next start came in the 
Eclipse Stakes, another 2-year-old classic 
at the Westchester course, and this result- 
ed in another victory. This time Jean 
Bereaud carried 127 pounds. and left 
such as Kingdon, Miller, Duke of Middle- 


burg, and Glenheim in the ruck. 


At Gravesend on June 4 it was the Hud- 
son Stakes that next saw him show his 
fleet heels to Frohsinn, Kingdon, and 
others whom he seemed to be meeting in 
every start, including Counsellor Wern- 
berg and Miller. 


The colt, ridden in all these races by 
the incomparable Sloan. was simply out- 
standing among the youngsters in training 
in that year of the Spanish-American

war. 


The Great American Stakes, on June 
11, was his next successful foray, and then 
the Tremont, both also Gravesend stakes, 
with substantially the same rivals behind 
him. 

At Sheepshead Bay on June 25, the 
best juvenile stake of the spring—the 
Great Trial—saw him earry 129 pounds 
and beat Kingdon (129) again. and three 
others. 

On the last day of the spring meeting 
at the beautiful old Coney Island Jockey 
Club track, on July 4, Jean again had 129 


pounds up, and although giving a horse 
who was to become much more famous 
later—Ethelbert—seven pounds, it was 
the same old story in the Double Event. 
Glenheim again was the third horse. 
Jean Bereaud was “laid by” during the 
Saratoga meeting. and was not sent to the 
post again until September 13. at Graves- 
end, when he came out for the Junior 
Champion. but that’s about all he did do— 
“come out”’—as under 125 pounds and 
Fred Taral he ran an unaccountably bad 
race and finished 12th in a field of 15 that 
included Armament, the winner; Rhine- 
lander. second; Ahom, third, and such as 
Frohsinn. and Kinley Mack in the beaten 


field. 


The Futurity winner (Jean Bereaud was 
not eligible to this race) was Martimas. 
owned by William Hendrie. of Canada, 
over a bunch of 23 horses. but Jean Ber- 
eaud. on his spring form, was acclaimed 
the “horse of the year.” and could have 
no doubt towroped that field. for some of 
his old rivals like Glenheim and Rusher 
finished up the track. 

Jean Bereaud had been racing under 
the “white. blue braces and cap” of John 
Daly, a gambling-house proprietor in New 
York and also partner of Dave Gideon 
in their racing stable. but prior to the 
next spring he was purchased by William 
C. Whitney. He did his first racing in 
that gentleman’s interest. however. under 
the lavender and French gray colors of 


Sidney Paget. who was a relative by mar. 
riage, and Mr. Whitney’s stable manager. 

Jean Bereaud’s first start then, for Mr. 
Whitney’s interest was in the classic With- 
ers Stakes on May 13, 1899, at Morris 
Park. He came home handsomely in the 
hands of Dick Clawson, a great jockey of 


that day who was to meet an untimely 
death a year or so later. Next came the 
Belmont Stakes. and Jean Bereaud and 
Clawson again stamped their names in- 
delibly on one of America’s outstanding 
classics. Half Time. Glengar, and Filon 
d'Or followed the Whitney colt home. 
This ended his 1899 campaign. 

The next year (1900) he first appeared 
for a match race with Ethelbert, who had 
become one of the leading handicap horses 
of the day. 

Let us digress for a moment and say 
that in line with the praiseworthy Greatest 
Sports Stories from the N. Y. Times, we 
will give the verbatim report of the Jean 
Bereaud-Ethelbert match (which the lat- 
ter won) at Gravesend on June 2, 1900, 
which appeared in the N. Y. Herald of 
of June 3. 


THE MATCH “ETHELBERT-JEAN BEREAUD 
GRAVESEND JUNE 2, 1900 

“T wish you good luck in the race, Mr. Belmont,” 
said Mr. Whitney, with a ring of sincerity in 
his voice.

honestly beaten than to see him win without de- 
serving success.” 

Then the two millionaire owners talked of the 
track and the conditions of the race. They agreed 
that excuse could not be found for the horse that 
finished second. Each said he believed his horse 
was fit, and added that the track could not be 
more to his liking. 


JOCKEY NONCHALANCE 

While this conversation was going on, Turner 
and Maher, the two jockeys who were soon to ride 
in the greatest match race of the year, were down 
in the dust in corner of the paddock playing 
marbles. They were as completely engrossed in the 
game as though the thousands of dollars that were 
being wagered in the betting ring were at stake 
upon its result. 

Jean Beraud was the first out for his preliminary 
gallop. He was given a breather that showed him 
to be possessed of his old burst of speed, and he 
came back with his wind even and his eyes glisten- 
ing. Ethelbert, however, was like a wild horse. He 
flew by the grand stand in a manner that made 
many think Maher had lost control of him. Re- 
turned to the paddock, he showed hardly a hair 
dampened by perspiration. He was as hard as 
nails, fitted to the acme of perfection. 

After being sponged off the two thoroughbreds 
together trotted out on the track again. As they 
cantered past the grand stand on the way to the 
post a clapping of hands greeted them that sound- 
ed not unlike a volley of rifle shots, beginning at 
one end of the stand and ending at the other, to 
be taken up by the thousands in the so-called 
free field. The applause was for both horses. Each 
was a favorite. 

If the demonstration when the racers appeared 
was noisy and enthusiastic, it was pandemonium 
when, a few moments later, the announcement was 
made that they were off. 

Together the two splendid pieces of horse flesh 
came flying down the track between crowds that 
lined the fences on both sides. They were main- 
taining a terrific pace as they tore past the judge’s 
stand, and were running as a team. It was stride 
for stride, with no advantage, except that Ethelbert 
had that shade which belongs to the horse that 
runs on the rail. 

Watches were without reason doubted, because 
they showed the first quarter in 234% seconds. 
Then when the half mile post was reached in 48 
seconds, old horsemen said it was the race of the 
century. 

Neither thoroughbred had as yet displayed a 
signal of distress, and they were running with their 
muzzles on a line when the three-quarters was 
reached in 1:13%. 

Jean Beraud kept on to the end of the next 
furlong, and then announced to his jockey that 
he had had enough, thanking him very kindly. 
Seven furlongs in 1:26% was enough of a race to 
satisfy any thoroughbred, but it was only a warm- 
ing up gallop for Ethelbert. 

Maher leaned forward a bit further and the 
game son of Eothen shot forward so rapidly that 
many thought Jean Beraud had broken down. But 
it was not so, Jean Beraud was all right, only 
Ethelbert had decided to part company with him. 


ETHELBERT FINISHED FRESH 

On came the black colt, carrying his impost of 
126 pounds as though it were a feather’s weight. 
He made the mile in 1:41% and was then running 
alone and at his own pace. He came home many 
lengths ahead of the tired Jean Beraud. At the 
finish—and it is literally true—his breathing was 
so even that it would not have disturbed the flame 
of a candle held six inches from his nostrils. 

It was a superb effort. 

As the horse swung into the sctretch and it 
was seen that Ethelbert was a certain and an easy 
winner Mr. Whitney turned to Mr. Belmont and 
said :—

the best horse I have ever seen. I believe he is 
the horse of the century.” 

Accepting Mr. Whitney’s congratulations, Mr. 
Belmont said that he believed the compliment was 
deserved by Ethelbert, which, he added, has always 
done more than has been expected of him. 

As the winner trotted back to the judges’ stand 
there was a wild rush of spectators, men and 
women, who wished to get a closer view of the 
handsome colt. As a stable boy caught the bridle 
rein, Ethelbert pawed the dusty track and bowed 
again and again at his admirers. There were those 
who were convinced that he understood it all, and 
was really making acknowledgement of the ovation 
which was his. 

Then came the rainstorm that cooled the atmos- 
phere and softened the track. And as it fell Mr. 
Whitney’s mediocre colt, Gold Heels, won a selling 
race worth $700 to the winner. 


Our hero’s next start, and last victory, 
came in the Brookdale Handicap, at 
Gravesend on June 5. He beat a first-class 
field. too, as, carrying 127 pounds and 
Nash Turner he trimmed the great mare 
Imp (127, O’Connor up), Charentus (101), 
and Prince McClurg (116), the Latonia 
and St. Louis Derby winner. 

Jean Bereaud was one of the great field 
that paraded for the Suburban Handicap 
on June 16, 1900, but with 127 pounds up 
he finished “also ran.” after forcing the 
early pace for awhile. 

At Sheepshead Bay on June 23, he ran 
unplaced in the Sheepshead Bay Handi- 
cap to Greyfeld, Bendoran. Imp, Raffaello 
(on whom Bert Mulholland, trainer of 
Battlefield, broke his maiden), May Hemp- 
stead, Toddy, Firearm, and others. 

Jean Bereaud’s latest outing in America 
was in the Fall Handicap, always the fea- 
ture, with the Futurity. on opening day 
of the fall meeting at “the Bay,” on Au- 
gust 25, 1900. Tod Sloan was in the saddle, 
with 130 pounds, at three-fourths of a 
mile, and he finished fourth to Waring 111, 
Potente 106, and Contestor 115. 

We go back now to the fact that he had 
been taken to England in the late au- 
tumn of 1899 and turned over to John 
Huggins to train. 

He ran in the Lincolnshire Handicap on 
March 22, 1900, and with Lester Reiff 
up, was unplaced. He had developed an 
extremely bad temper, however, and be- 
came so mean, “savaging” horses and 
men that he was returned to his native 
land, and competed in the races described 
above during the rest of the season, 

He was placed in the stud, but if he ex- 
erted any influence it came through his 
daughters, and the only fair horse we can 
recall as a descendant was a colt called 
Champlain, in 1921. 

So ends the story of Jean Bereaud, but 
he was the trailbreaker in a long line of 
famous bearers of the blue and brown 
that includes such as Artful, Burgomaster, 
Whisk Broom II, Upset, John P. Grier, 
Wildair, Tryster, Bunting, Mother Goose, 
Boojum, Whichone. Equipoise, First
